(pitchblende). |The mine had relatively large veins of pitchblende which were up to 
50 centimeters thick, and extended along the entire drift. In the event that a 
team encountered such a vein of pitchblende, the team had Immediately to spread a 
tarpaulin on the ground and load all the pitchblende onto this sheet . From the 
sheet the material was loaded into trucks. Each work team consisted of three 
persons and mined from 10 tc 12 truckloads of material per shift.
